A  supply  will  be  sent  to  each  official 
in  charge  of  a  station  or  branch  of  the  bureau  service,  who  should  promptly  distribute  copies  to  members 
of  his  force.

INSTRUCTIONS   CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Labels  for  Potted  Meats. 

[File  No.  75.] 

Attention  is  called  to  the  subject  of  potted-meat  labels  and  the  following  ruling  in 
connection  therewith:  "When  any  particular  flavor  is  claimed  such  flavor  shall  be 
plainly  discernible."  Since  the  statement  designating  the  flavor  must  be  a  matter 
of  fact,  inspectors  in  charge  shall  see  that  the  flavor  claimed  is  plainly  discernible.  If 
any  doubt  is  entertained  that  the  flavor  is  not  plainly  discernible,  samples  of  the  prod- 
uct shall  be  submitted  with  a  letter  of  transmittal  setting  forth  the  opinion  of  the 
inspector. 

Lard  Containers  must  be  Thoroughly  Cleaned.

Lately  the  bureau  has  been  receiving  complaints  from  exporters  of  pure  lard  that 
upon  submitting  this  lard  to  the  Halphen  test  in  other  countries  the  lard  shows  some 
cottonseed -oil  contents.  It  is  claimed  that  the  finding  of  this  cottonseed  oil  in  lard  is 
due  to  using  receptacles  which  have  previously  contained  a  product  of  which  cotton- 
seed oil  was  an  ingredient.  This  is  bringing  more  or  less  discredit  on  the  purity  of 
lard  prepared  in  the  United  States  and  also  upon  the  bureau  inspection.  Attention 
is  directed  to  this  condition  in  order  that  greater  care  may  be  exercised  to  avoid  such 
contamination  of  lard.  A  tierce  which  has  contained  a  cottonseed-oil  compound  and 
which  is  poorly  cleaned  will  retain  enough  cottonseed  oil  to  cause  a  positive  reaction 
when  the  lard  is  tested  upon  arrival  in  a  foreign  country,  even  if  no  reaction  was 
obtained  from  samples  which  were  taken  at  the  time  of  packing  or  a  day  after  packing. 

Sausage  Casings  to  be  Removed  in  Certain  Cases.

Casings  shall  be  removed  from  all  sausages  and  butt  ends  of  sausages  which  are  to 
be  used  in  the  preparation  of  other  sausages  or  potted  meats. 
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Mislabeling  of  Skinned  Hams.

The  labeling  of  skinned  hams  and  the  marking  of  containers  thereof  as  "fatless 
hams"  constitutes  mislabeling,  and  the  further  use  of  the  term  "fatless  hams"  as 
above  indicated  is  therefore  prohibited. 

Tuberculosis  and  Beef  Measles.

Certain  inspectors  in  charge  of  meat-inspection  stations  from  time  to  time  adopt 
various  new  or  additional  methods  of  conducting  meat  inspection,  and  the  results  are 
frequently  very  interesting.  For  instance,  at  Denver,  Colo.,  Dr.  H.  Busman  has 
been  examining  the  lymph  glands  of  all  retained  tuberculous  hog  carcasses,  and 
reports  that  5  per  cent  of  these  glands  have  been  found  tuberculous.  Again,  Dr. 
W.  N.  Neil,  of  South  Omaha,  Nebr.,  has  been  instructing  his  inspectors  to  open  the 
pericardial  sac  of  each  adult  bovine  with  the  view  of  passing  the  hand  over  the  heart 
muscle  for  the  detection  of  measle  cysts.  As  a  result  of  this  inspection  a  relatively 
large  proportion  of  infested  beef  carcasses  have  been  detected,  which  would  not  have 
been  located  by  the  former  method  of  inspection.  Eeef  measles  (Cysticercus  boms) 
occur  most  frequently  in  the  heart,  the  muscles  of  mastication,  and  the  tongue,  and 
the  examination  of  the  former  as  described  above  can  be  done  quickly,  accurately, 
and  without  mutilating  the  organ.  It  would  be  interesting  to  have  other  inspectors 
in  charge  adopt  this  method  of  inspection  and  report  the  data  obtained  from  such 
examinations. 


CONVICTIONS   FOR  VIOLATIONS   OF   MEAT-INSPECTION  LAW. 

The  case  of  the  United  States  r.  M.  G.  McGee,  Chicago,  111.,  for  violating  the  meat- 
inspection  act  in  making  several  interstate  shipments  of  uninspected  meat  containing 
prohibited  preservatives,  was  recently  terminated  by  a  fine  of  $1,000. 

The  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Fred  Woerner,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  for  violating  the 
meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  uninspected  meat  and  meat  food  products  interstate 
in  second-hand  containers  without  destroying  the  domestic  meat  labels  attached 
thereto,  was  recently  terminated  by  a  plea  of  guilty  and  the  imposition  of  a  fine  of  $50. 

The  case  of  the  United  States  v.  A.  Hoffman,  St.  Cloud,  ^Yis.,  for  violating  the 
meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  interstate  immature  calf  carcasses,  was  terminated 
on  May  25,  1911,  by  a  plea  of  guilty  and  payment  of  a  fine  of  $25. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  r.  E.  Alberti,  Beaver  Falls,  Pa.,  for  violating  the 
meat-inspection  act  in  shipping  interstate  a  quantity  of  meat  which  bore  no  marks 
of  inspection,  the  defendant  recently  entered  a  plea  of  nolo  contendere  and  was  sen- 
tenced to  pay  a  fine  of  $25. 


CONVICTIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  QUARANTINE  AND  28-HOUR  LAWS. 

The  following  results  of  court  prosecutions  for  violation  of  the  live-stock  quarantine 
law  and  the  28-hour  law  have  been  reported  to  the  bureau  since  June  10,  1911:

REPORTING  VIOLATIONS   OF  28-HOUR  LAW. 

[File  No.  158.] 

Bureau  employees  are  informed  that  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  in  the  case  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Southwestern  Railway  Co.  v.  United 
States  (Circular  46  of  the  office  of  the  Solicitor)  it  was  held,  in  effect,  that  the  test  under 
the  28-hour  law  as  to  the  number  of  offenses  committed  is  the  period  of  confinement 
of  the  animals  in  the  cars,  regardless  of  the  number  of  shipments  in  one  train.  For 
example,  if  the  trainload  is  made  up  of  10  different  cars  of  cattle,  belonging  to  10  differ- 
ent owners,  and  composed  of  10  consignments  or  shipments,  and  the  stock  were  all 
loaded  at  approximately  the  same  time  and  all  were  being  moved  on  36-hour  extension 
requests,  there  is  but  one  offense  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  in  transporting  all  this 
stock  beyond  the  36-hour  limit  without  feeding,  watering,  and  resting. 

In  view  of  this  decision,  employees  are  directed  when  reporting  violations  of  this  act 
to  forward  at  the  same  time  all  reports  of  violations  committed  on  shipments  which 
arrive  on  the  same  train.  In  case  it  is  impossible  to  complete  the  reports  of  violations 
on  some  of  the  shipments  in  a  certain  train,  such  reports  should  be  held  until  the  inves- 
tigation as  to  all  of  the  shipments  on  that  particular  train  have  been  finished. 

If  there  are  now  on  hand  awaiting  further  investigation  any  reports  of  violations 
which  were  committed  on  shipments  which  arrived  in  the  same  train  in  which  other 
shipments  arrived  the  violations  upon  which  have  already  been  submitted,  this  fact 
should  be  stated  when  such  reports  are  transmitted  to  the  bureau,  giving,  if  possible, 
the  date  on  which  the  former  reports  were  forwarded. 

It  is  necessary  that  these  instructions  be  closely  observed,  in  order  that  in  preparing 
the  cases  for  transmission  to  the  Attorney  General  they  may  not  be  duplicated. 


RECURRENCE   OF  DOURINE  IN  THE   UNITED   STATES.

On  May  27,  19]  1,  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  received  a  letter  from  Dr.  J.  I. 
Gibson,  State  veterinarian  of  Iowa,  stating  that  there  was  in  Taylor  County  an  out- 
break of  a  disease  suspected  of  being  dourine,  and  requesting  that  an  expert  be  sent 
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to  make  an  investigation.  The  disease  had  been  reported  by  Dr.  A.  H.  Quin,  a  prac- 
titioner of  Creston,  Iowa,  and  his  diagnosis  was  subsequently  confirmed  on  the  part  of 
the  bureau  by  Drs.  A.  D.  Melvin,  E.  T.  Davison,  and  John  R.  Mohler,  who  were  of 
the  unanimous  opinion  that  the  symptoms  and  lesions  manifested  were  the  most 
typical  of  any  of  the  cases  they  had  observed.  Three  of  the  suspected  mares  were  at 
once  purchased  and  sent  to  Washington  for  experimental  purposes.  After  a  careful 
and  prolonged  examination  of  almost  200  slides,  six  living,  wriggling  trypanosomes — 
Trypanosoma  equiperdum — were  found  by  Dr.  Mohler  on  June  28  in  the  blood-tinged 
3erum  obtained  from  a  recently  developed  plaque  on  the  abdomen  of  one  of  the  mares, 
thus  not  only  confirming  the  clinical  diagnosis  but  also  establishing  the  identity  of 
the  disease  with  that  of  Asia,  Africa,  and  continental  Europe.  This  is  the  first  discovery 
of  the  Trypanosoma  equiperdmn  in  the  natural  cases  of  dourine  in  the  United  States, 
although  in  1903  considerable  work  was  done  with  this  trypanosome  imported  from 
France  and  subsequently  inoculated  into  horses  at  the  Bethesda  Experiment  Station. 
All  the  diseased  animals  in  this  Iowa  outbreak,  together  with  the  exposed  stallions  and 
mares,  were  immediately  quarantined  by  the  State.  Those  showing  lesions  of  the  dis- 
ease, as  soon  as  they  can  be  appraised,  will  be  purchased  by  the  Government  and 
destroyed,  while  the  exposed  animals  will  be  kept  in  quarantine  under  observation. 
Several  Federal  and  State  inspectors  are  making  farm-to-farm  inspections  in  order  to 
discover  any  latent  or  hidden  cases,  and  it  is  now  believed  that  the  infection  is  entirely 
under  control. 


SUBSTANCES   PERMITTED   FOR   OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF   SHEEP.

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

u  Dipofectant,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Richardson  Drug  Co., 
Omaha,  Nebr.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  69  gallons  of  water. 

"  Karbo  III"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  J.  W.  Barwell,  Waukegan,  111. 
Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  71  gallons  of  water. 

u  Kre-mo-cide,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Lee  D.  Perkins  &  Co., 
Denver,  Colo.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  63  gallons  of  water. 

"Kreoform  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Broadway  Chemical 
Co.,  Denver,  Colo.     Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  53  gallons  of  water. 

"Scabolin  Sheep  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Montgomery, 
Ward  &  Co.,  Chicago,  111.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  73  gallons  of 
water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  this  dip  which 
are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  permit  the 
use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty  required 
of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments  thereto,  or 
which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or  amendments.

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PROPER  DESCRIPTION  OF  ANIMALS  TESTED  FOR  EXPORT  TO  CANADA. 

[File  No.  <;.] 

Charts  of  tests  of  animals  for  export  to  Canada  are  frequently  received  by  the  bureau 
with  descriptions  of  animals  as  follows:  "Shorthorn  cow,"  "Holstein  cow,"  'native 
cow,"  "common  cow,"  "bay  gelding,"  "sorrel  gelding,"  etc.  Descriptions  of  this 
character  are  of  little  use  in  identifying  animals  which  they  are  supposed  to  represent 
and  frequently  cause  delay  to  shippers  at  the  Canadian  border.  Under  the  column 
"Age"  there  frequently  appears  merely  the  term  "Adult." 

All  descriptions  should  embody  the  name  of  the  breed,  if  any;  the  principal  color 
or  colors,  including  any  characteristic  apportionment  of  the  same;  and  the  approxi- 
mate age  as  ascertained  by  personal  examination  by  the  inspector.  It  is  important 
that  some  distinguishing  feature  of  each  animal  appear  upon  the  chart  in  order  that 
the  animal  may  be  identified  at  any  future  time.  Brands  should  in  every  case  be 
given,  and  if  stock  is  purebred  and  registered  the  registry  name  and  number  should 
be  included. 


TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS. 

[File  No.  49.] 

All  unused  transportation  requests  for  the  fiscal  year  1911  should  be  promptly 
returned  to  the  Washington  office  for  cancellation.  Under  no  circumstances  must 
they  be  used  in  "securing  transportation  after  June  30,  1911. 

Employees  using  Government  requests  for  transportation  sometimes  fail  to  for- 
ward the  stubs  of  the  same  to  the  Washington  office.  These  stubs  should  be  mailed 
promptly. 

The  attention  of  bureau  employees  who  use  transportation  orders  is  directed  to 
the  instructions  in  Service  Announcements  for  June,  1910,  page  41,  which  prohibit 
the  use  of  transportation  orders  payable  from  one  appropriation  for  travel  properly 
chargeable  against  another  appropriation.  Ordinarily  there  is  no  necessity  for  failure 
to  comply  with  such  instructions,  unless  it  is  caused  by  the  negligence  of  an  employee 
to  keep  on  hand  a  sufficient  supply  of  requests  payable  from  the  right  appropriation. 
Employees  are  advised  that  it  will  be  to  their  pecuniary  interest  to  observe  this  rule 
in  the  future,  as  in  case  of  a  violation  thereof  it  probably  will  be  necessary  for  the  bureau 
to  withhold  settlement  of  the  reimbursement  account  of  the  employee  involved 
pending  a  satisfactory  explanation  from  him  of  the  necessity  therefor. 


USE   OF   MILEAGE  AND   SCRIP. 

[File  No.  49.] 

Mileage  and  scrip  should  be  used  by  bureau  employees  traveling  on  official  business 
whenever  such  use  will  conserve  the  public  funds  and  not  inconvenience  the  transac- 
tion of  bureau  work.  The  following  instructions  must  be  strictly  observed  in  this 
connection: 

1.  Permission  from  the  Washington  office  should  be  obtained  before  purchasing 
transportation  of  this  character.  When  this  authority  is  once  granted  to  an  employee 
it  will  not  be  necessary  for  him  to  request  permission  in  subsequent  cases  unless  there 
be  a  difference  in  the  kind  of  mileage  or  scrip  and  the  conditions  governing  the  use 
thereof,  or  a  change  in  the  territory  where  the  travel  is  to  be  performed. 

2.  Every  application  for  permission  to  purchase  mileage  or  scrip  should  give  the 
names  of  the  railroads  over  which  the  travel  will  probably  be  performed,  describe  the 
kind  of  mileage  or  scrip  available,  state  whether  it  is  interchangeable  as  to  roads  and 
may  be  used  by  persons  other  than  the  original  purchaser,  and  indicate  the  benefits 
which  will  accrue  to  the  department  by  the  use  thereof. 
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3.  Mileage  and  scrip  must  be  purchased  with,  the  regular  Government  transportation 
requests.     The  use  of  private  funds  for  this  purpose  is  prohibited. 

4.  Under  no  circumstances  may  mileage  and  scrip  books  which  are  the  property  of 
the  department  be  used  for  travel  on  personal  business. 

5.  Employees  should  not  attempt  to  collect  from  any  railroad  company,  passenger 
association,  or  scrip  bureau,  any  refunds  or  other  money  due  on  the  return  of  the  covers 
of  mileage  or  scrip  books.  These  covers,  properly  indorsed  as  payable  to  the  Chief  of 
the  Division  of  Accounts  and  Disbursements,  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Washington 
office  of  the  bureau  for  further  action. 

6.  When  practicable,  employees  should  supply  themselves  with  time  tables  showing 
the  distances  between  points  traveled,  in  order  to  prevent  errors  on  the  part  of  con- 
ductors or  agents  in  pulling  mileage.  Employees  should  exercise  the  same  care  in 
the  use  of  Government  transportation  as  if  their  own  personal  funds  were  involved. 

7.  Form  8-1513  is  intended  for  reporting  the  purchase  of  mileage  and  scrip,  a  separate 
report  for  each  book  being  required.  This  blank  must  be  filled  in  and  signed  and 
transmitted  to  the  Washington  office  of  the  bureau  immediately  after  the  purchase  of 
each  book. 

8.  Form  8-1236  is  intended  for  reporting  the  use  of  mileage  and  scrip.  This  report, 
in  duplicate,  should  be  submitted  with  the  monthly  reimbursement  account  of  the 
employee  using  the  mileage  or  scrip,  a  separate  report  being  required  for  each  book 
used  during  the  month.  Particular  care  should  be  observed  in  the  preparation  of  this 
report,  for  in  case  of  error  it  will  be  necessary  to  withhold  settlement  of  the  reimburse- 
ment account  pending  an  explanation  of  the  discrepancy. 

9.  The  convenience  to  employees  and  economy  to  the  department,  as  well  as  the 
frequency  and  length  of  trips  to  be  made,  are  factors  which  should  be  considered  in 
connection  with  the  use  of  mileage  and  scrip.  Inspectors  in  charge  and  others  who 
may  be  able  to  adopt  the  use  of  this  kind  of  transportation  should  communicate  at 
once  with  the  Washington  office  and  furnish  the  information  required  by  paragraph  1 
above,  and  submit  any  additional  recommendations  or  suggestions  they  may  wish  to 
make . 


TRANSPORTATION   OF  HOUSEHOLD    GOODS  AND   PERSONAL 
PROPERTY   OF  BUREAU  EMPLOYEES. 

[File  Xo.  49.1 

The  interpretation  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  of  the  law  recently  enacted 
by  Congress,  to  which  reference  is  made  in  Service  Announcements  for  March,  1911, 
page  19,  will  permit  the  department  to  allow  an  employee  freight  and  drayage  charges 
for  the  transfer  of  his  household  effects  and  other  personal  property  in  use  by  such 
employee  in  official  work  when  transferred.  The  instructions  heretofore  issued  on  this 
matter  are  supplemented  by  the  following: 

1.  The  provision  will  apply  to  employees  who  are  keeping  house  or  maintaining  a 
family,  or  who  contemplate  doing  so. 

2.  Personal  property  used  by  the  employee  in  official  work  when  transferred  may 
be  included:  Provided,  That  saddle  and  other  animals  will  be  transported  at  Govern- 
ment expense  only  when  used  in  official  work. 

3.  In  no  case  will  an  employee  be  permitted  to  ship  at  the  expense  of  the  department 
more  than  3,500  pounds  of  his  property.  This  allowance  will  cover  his  household 
goods  and  his  personal  property  used  in  official  work. 

4.  It  is  intended  that  the  provisions  of  this  regulation  shall  apply  only  to  those 
employees  who  are  transferred  from  one  force  to  another.  Employees  whose  official 
station?  are  changed  from  time  to  time  on  the  same  force,  as  in  the  quarantine  service, 
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will  not  be  permitted  to  transfer  their  household  goods  at  the  expense  of  the  department 
in  connection  with  such  changes  of  official  stations. 

5.  The  reimbursement  account  of  the  employee  must  be  accompanied  by  the 
authorization  or  other  instructions  directing  his  transfer  to  a  new  official  station, 
the  drayage  receipts,  and  certificates  on  Forms  T-16  and  T-17,  properly  executed. 
In  the  absence  of  any  of  these  the  account  will  be  held  up  unpaid,  awaiting  receipt  of 
the  lacking  papers. 


TIME  REPORTS,  PAY  ROLLS,  AND  SALARY  VOUCHERS. 

As  there  have  been  several  instances  where  inspectors  in  charge  have  not  com- 
plied with  the  instructions  in  Service  Announcements  of  January  16,  1911,  page  2, 
regarding  the  preparation  and  submission  of  time  reports,  pay  rolls,  and  salary 
vouchers,  it  becomes  necessary  to  call  attention  again  to  those  instructions  and  par- 
ticularly to  the  following: 

The  salary  due  employees  who  are  absent  without  pay  at  the  time  monthly  pay 
rolls  are  submitted,  also  those  who  have  requested  leave  of  absence  without  pay 
between  the  prescribed  date  for  submitting  pay  rolls  (the  24th)  and  the  last  day  of 
the  month,  will  be  claimed  at  the  end  of  the  month  on  separate  vouchers  (Form  3), 
invariably  accompanied  by  a  supplemental  time  report. 


EMPLOYEES   ON   THE   STATUTORY  ROLL. 

Employees  whose  salaries  are  paid  from  the  statutory  roll  can  not  be  reimburtcd 
for  expenses  incurred  at  their  official  stations.  Inspectors  in  charge  should  not 
assign  to  employees  of  this  class  duties  involving  expense  to  the  Government,  such  as 
carfare,  etc.
